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IRISH LAND COMMISSION. 



5 tU day of December, 1887. 

It is this day ordered that the following General Rules and 
Ordera shall from and after this date and until further order, 
take effect and be in force in the Land Commission in. relation to 
all proceedings under and in pursuance of the Purchase of Laud 
(Ireland) Act, 1885, part V. of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, 
part II. of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 18S7, or any part of any 
Act incorporated therewith, in relation to the acquisition of 
land by tenants, and that all previous Rules and Orders shall, 

. save in so far as is otherwise herein provided, cease to be in force as 
regards all proceedings commenced or con tinued after this date : — 

1. The existing rules of the Land Commission, dated 12th Saving oi 
December, 1883, as regards the computation of time, the extension. «>*»}« 
of time, and generally in relation to procedure and practice 

(save that the computation of time by days shall be exclusive of 
Sundays and of the Court holidays therein mentioned, and such 
computation shall he exclusive of the first and inclusive of the 
last day; and where the expression clear days shall bo used, the 
computation shall be exclusive both of the first and of the last 
day), shall so far as applicable, and not inconsistent with the 
following rules, he in force as regards such proceedings. 

2. Where a landlord has contracted to sell an estate or land not Originaiinj 
the subject of proceedings before the Land Judges, or contemplates Statement, 
the purchase thereof by tenants, he shall lodge, either before or 
contemporaneously with the first agreement for sale, an originat- 
ing statement following the Form No. 1, in the Appendix hereto, 

with such variations as the nature of the case may require. The 
statement shall be fairly written on post paper, book-wise, with 
sufficient margin, and shall be divided into paragraphs, and shall 
he verified by the affidavit of the owner, or if there he more than 
one owner by one of the owners, unless a Commissioner shall other- 
wise direct, and such statement may include any lands which the 
owner intends or expects to sell. 

If theiands are subject to Quit or Crown rent, tithe rentcharge, 
head rent, rentcharges, annuities, or drainage charges, the statement 
should set forth the manner in which it is proposed to deal with 
the same. Except in cases where it is intended that the guarantee 
deposit shall he lodged in cash, it should be stated now it is 

a osed to provide it, whether out of purchase moneys coming 
lb owner out of moneys, payable to an Incumbrancer or how 
otherwise. 

The statement should set forth the manner in which the owner 
proposes to carry out the sales, whether by vesting order or by 

r. 
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conveyance. To eveiy such statement shall be annexed the 
following schedules, also on post paper, accurately totted : — • 

(1.) A schedule of the parcels or townlands, the quantities, 
the tenure, head rent (it apy), tithe-rentcharge, and other 
charges incident to the tenure, and drainage or land improvement 
charges, the names of the tenants in actual occupation, the area, 
rent, and tenement valuation of each holding, the tenure of each 
tenant, and a statement of any right of turbary enjoyed by the 
tenants on other lands as appurtenant to their holdings. 

(2.) A schedule of all charges and incumbrances existing or 
claimed in their due priority, with the date of the incumbrance, 
the name and present address of the incumbrancer in whom the 
charge is now vested, the particulars of the incumbrance, and tho 
sum due for principal and interest. 

Filing of 3. Every such Statement shall he filed in the Examiners’ office ; 
Originating theofficer receiving thesame shall endorse thereon the dateof filing, 
aMrefer-’ and the Record Number indicating the order in which the State- 
smen to ment lias been received. Every Statement shall be entered in 
Conunia- t jj 6 Index of Cases and Record of Proceedings, and shall he 
' 1 ‘ referred to the Commissioners in rotation, and all subsequent pro- 

ceedings usually conducted before one Commissioner shall bo 
conducted before the Commissioner to whom the Originating 
Statement has been referred ; provided that the Statement and 
proceedings may at any time be transferred from one Com- 
missioner to the other on the joint fiat of the two Commissioners, 
and on such transfer the minutes on the Index of Cases and 
Record of Proceedings shall be altered accordingly. 

Amend- 4. No amendment shall be made in any Originating Statement 
mmt of that has been filed except by leave of a Commissioner, and in 

Originating such manner as he may direct, and every such amendment shall 
‘ t “ tonlcllt be initialled and dated by the Chief or Assistant Chief Clerk. 

lh 5. As soon as any advance has been provisionally sanctioned it 

Pendens, shall be the duty of the solicitor for the. owner to register the 
matter as a Lis Pendens, and the Chief or Assistant Chief Clerk 
shall, if so required, give a certificate of the filing of the origina- 
ting statement for this purpose on Form No. 2. 

A gre client 6. -Agreements between landlord and tenant for the sale and 
between purchase of a holding shall be in Form No. 3, with such 
LMdbRia variations as may from time to time ho directed. Ail such agree- 
”nts f™" nmnts shall he on stout writing medium paper, and endorsed with 
rmelio.se. the Record Number, Title of the Matter, County, and Tenant’s 
name, and shall be signed by both Landlord and Tenant or .some 
person acting under a Power of Attorney on their behalf, and 
bear an Inland Revenue stamp or stamps to the value of six- 
pence, which must be cancelled according to law. 

No such agreement shall be received after the expiration of 
two months from the date of the execution thereof by the tenant 
unless by leave of a Commissioner. 
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Agreements in the Form hitherto in use, if executed by the 
tenant before the 23rd day of December, 1887, will he received, 
if presented in the proper office of the Commission within two 
months from the date of execution by the tenant. 

7. Everysuch agreement shall(exeept as is hereinafter provided) Maps a„d 
be accompanied by an Ordnance Map, distinguishing thereon the schedules 
exterior boundaries of the holding or holdings and the reference of ” rea, ‘ 
numbers of the holdings in respect of which advances are applied 
for. 

When applications for advances are made in respect of several 
holdings upon the same estate, or where further salestotenauts are 
intended, a single map shall be lodged with all the holdings 
delineated thereon, and such map shall he mounted upon linen 
and have firmly attached thereto a schedule setting forth the 
names of the tenants, the numbers of their holdings on the map, 
and the area in statute measure of each holding. Such map and 
schedule must be certified as correct by a competent surveyor 
who shall state his qualification. 

The entire of the Ordnance Sheet need not he lodged, but the 
names of the townlands immediately adjoining the estate must 
always be shown thereon, and the county and number of the sheet 
must be written on the face of it. 

If the several holdings have been marked on the map at the 
General Valuation Office of Ireland, the certificate of the tene- 
ment valuation from that office shall be accepted in lieu of such 
schedule as aforesaid, if accompanied by an affidavit from the 
landlord, his agent, or a competent surveyor, stating that the 
several holdings are correctly marked on the map as they then 
exist. 

Where, for the purposes of proceedings in the Landed Estates 
Court, Ireland, or Land J udges’ Court, a survey of the estate has 
been made by the .Ordnance Survey Department, the rental map 
(if procurable) shall he lodged in lieu of the Ordnance sheet, and 
the planted rental shall he accepted in lieu of such schedule as 
aforesaid, if accompanied by a like affidavit; or if there have 
been alterations in the boundaries of the holdings an order should 
he obtained to have such rental map revised by the Ordnance 
Survey Department, and their report shall he accepted in lieu 
of such schedule. 

Existing estate maps may be substituted for Ordnance sheets 
by leave of a Commissioner where they appear suitable. 

Where the area for sale extends to more than one Ordnance 
sheet the sheets shall he joined and mounted and cut to a size not 
exceeding 3G inches by 24 inches. Where the area for sale is 
extensive, the map of the estate shall be furnished in sections, 
each containing complete townlands or groups of townlands. 

8. It shall be the duty of the officer receiving the agreements Lodgment 
for sale to see that they are accurately filled up in accordance 
with the rules, and that, they correspond with the schedule s ' a i" s <ir 
furnished with the map.

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Prelimi- 9. If it shall appear to the Commission, necessary to make a 
™ r y survey or a preliminary inquiry in respeet of any application, they 
spouses. ma y, before entertaining it, require the applicant to lodge such 
sum as they may consider sufficient to cover the reasonable 
expenses of such survey or inquiry ; and the Commission may 
require such statements, rentals, or other documents to be 
furnished and verified, as they may think fit. 

Surveys by io. With respeet to surveys or revisions of surveys made by 

SumvDe- the Ordnance Survey Department, the account shall be paid by 
pnrtmcnt. the owner or his solicitor before the maps are delivered, or at 
such other period as that department shall direct. Every solicitor 
shall be personally responsible for the costs of any such survey 
made in pursuance of a direction issued at his instance. 

Purchase 11 . When the tenants desire that the Commission should buy 
of Estates an estate or lot in the Land Judges’ Court, in order to resell to 
OoniTnis- them, they shall send to the Commission with the Court rental, 
sion in the at least one fortnight before the day of sale, undertakings to buy 
Judges' their holdings, in Form No. 4, specifying the prices, and the 
Court. amounts they require as loans. 

12. If the Commission purchase such estate or lot, as soon as 
the purchase money has been lodged in the Land J udges’ Court 
the Solicitor to the Commission shall prepare the draft convey- 
ance to the Commission, and when the same has been settled 
in the Examiners’ Office he shall obtain the necessary approval 
thereof by the Solicitor having carriage of the proceedings, and 
lodge it in the Land Judges’ Court for final settlement, and take 
the necessary steps for the completion and registration of the 
conveyance. 

When the conveyance has been completed the Solicitor to the 
Commission shall take the directions of a Commissioner as to the 
vesting of the holdings in the tenants, in pursuance of their 
undertakings, and in such cases the procedure will be the same 
as is provided by Rules 42, 43, and 44, in respeet of other 
vesting orders, so far as such rules may be applicable to re-sales 
by the Commission. 

Purchases 13. When a tenant intends to bid for or to purchase a holding

Court. 5 . With such application there shall be lodged a copy of the 
rental of the estate, or of the Consolidated Final Notice to 
tenants, if the rental shall not have been settled. The Commission 
may sanction an advance conditionally upon the tenant being 
declared purchaser of his holding. 

14. When the tenant has been declared the purchaser of his 
holding, the Land Commission will lodge the advance sanctioned, 
on being furnished with the following documents (if they have 
not been already brought in) : — 

The printed or certified Rental. 

The Certificate of Sale. 
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The Privity of the Accountant-General for the lodgment 
of the advance. 

The Order of the Land Judge authorizing the retention of 
a guarantee deposit, if such deposit is to he retained. 

Or in ease the tenant or any other person provides the 
guarantee deposit : — 

The Accountant’s Certificate of the Registration of such 
deposit. 

And if the entire purchase- money is not being advanced : 

The receipt for the lodgment of tho portion of such pur- 
chase-money to he paid by the tenant. 

And an attested copy of the affidavit of tho tenant filed 
in the Land Judges’ Court verifying occupancy. 

No purchase-money shall be lodged to the account of the 
Accountant-General of the Supreme Court of Judicature by the 
Land Commission, unless the Privity for such lodgment be 
furnished to the Solicitor to the Commission two clear days 
before the last day fcr lodgment specified in such Privity. 

15. As soon as the Order for the lodgment of the advance has Charging

Notice to Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Woods, Forests, 
and Land Revenue, as in Form No. 9, also in duplicate, 
unless notice has been previously served, as provided 
by Rule 37. 

If tho deeds are numerous a deed box shall be lodged, of 
such size as may be directed by the Keeper of Records, and in all 
cases a schedule of the deeds lodged must accompany the deeds. 

torra of 24. Every abstract of title to be lodged shall be fairly and 
Abstract, legibly -written in round-hand on small brief paper, and on one 
side only, and with proper and distinct margins for the several 
parts of the instruments abstracted, and shall be verified by the 
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solicitor by whom same shall have been prepared by an affidavit 
in Form No. 10. Abstracts shall be prepared in accordance 
with the directions in that behalf in the Appendix hereto. 

The owner may include in the abstract all lands named in the 
originating statement. 

When it is proposed to sell through tho Land Commission any 
land the title to which has been investigated in the Land Judges’ 

Court, but of which no conveyance has been made by that Court 
—application should be made in the Land Judges’ Court for the 
transfer of the abstract of title to the Land Commission, and 
copies of tho Judges’ and Examiners’ Notes, rulings, and direc- 
tions thereon should be obtained and lodged with such abstract. 

25. Abstracts of title should be lodged, at furthest, within one Abstracts 
month after the advances have been sanctioned, in cases of pro- 
ceedmgs by Conveyance, or in proceedings by vesting order after month, 
the absolute order is made. 

26. As soon as the Solicitor to the Commission finds the abstract Abstract of 
to be correctly prepared and duly verified, he shall, in the ease of

27. The rulings on title and directions for searches when given Rulings on 
by the Examiners shall bo transmitted to the solicitor for the 
owner, and any queries thereon must be discharged on personal 
attendance in the Examiners’ public office, and on every such 
attendance the rulings, together with the affidavit, or other evi- 
dence necessary for that purpose, must be produced. No person, 
except an officer of the Commission, shall write upon these rulings, 

and in each case the draft requisition for searches Bhall be settled 
and signed by the Solicitor to the Commission. 

28. In the case of proceedings by conveyance as soon as the Lodgment 
queries on title have been discharged, and the results of the 
searches ascertained, the rulings on title, together with the draft c'onvey- 
conveyances to the tenants, shall be lodged with the solicitor to auce. 
the Commission who will see that they are drawn iu accordance 

with the forms approved by the Commission, and the directions 
on title in the matter, and then transmit them to the Examiners’ 
office for settlement. 

A form of conveyance of a fee-simple estate by an absolute 
owner, where a guarantee deposit is retained, is given in Form 
No. 11. 

A similar conveyance by a tenant for life under the provisions 
of “ The Settled Land Act, 1882,” is given in form No. 12. 



29. Attached to every draft conveyance shall he a draft of tho Draft of 
Charging Order, as in Form No. 13.

The charging orders shall be endorsed on the deeds without 
erasures or interlineations. 

The deeds, when perfected, together in each case with a copy 
thereof printed on strong paper with a map thereon, shall be 
lodged with the Solicitor to the Commission. In cases whore the 
deed of conveyance is not printed, the deed and copy should 
he engrossed bookwise, the former on parchment and the latter 
on strong paper, of uniform size. 

All maps upon conveyances or vesting orders, and the 
nin's'iud 00 P^ es thereof, besides being signed by the person who prepared 
Vesting them, must be examined and initialled by the draughtsman in 
Orders. the Land Sales Department, the maps upon the parchment deeds 
being also examined in the Examiners’ Public Office.

36. The Solicitor to the Commission shall then cause all Agree- 
ments for sale, the original deeds, the abstract of title, and the 
other documents connected with the matter, save documents 
otherwise directed to be filed, to bo forthwith scheduled and 
transferred to the Record Office of the Commission. 

37. In the case of- proceedings by vesting order, when the 
sanctioning of the advances has been notified to the solicitor for 
the owner, he shall forthwith transmit to the Receiver of Quit 
Rents, through the Notice Office of the Commission, notice of the 
sales in Form No. 25 . Application may then be made for a 
conditional or absolute order (as the case may be) that the sales 
be carried into effect by vesting orders. 

38. Applications under section 14, sub-section (1) of the “ Land 
Law (Ireland) Act, 1887,” for the payment of advances into the 
Bank'of Ireland and for orders consequent thereon may he made 
at any time after the sanctioning of the advances has been notified 
to the tenants, or in cases of proceeding by vesting order after 
an absolute order has been made that the sales be carried into 
effect by means of vesting orders. The Commissioner shall 
thereupon give such directions, cause such inquiries to be made, 
notices to be given, or publications made as he may think fit; 
provided always that no final order for such payment shall be 
made until the expiration of one month from the date of the 
sanctioning of such advances and service of Notice upon the 
Receiver of Quit Rents, pursuant to Rule 37.

39. After the order that the sale shall be carried into effect by General 
a vesting order is made absolute, the solicitor for the owner shall Notice to 
lodge a draft of a general notice to claimants in Form No. 15 with claimants, 
the Chief Clerk, who shall settle such notice, and shall, if necessary, 

take the directions of a Commissioner as to the publication 
thereof. The general notice shall be published in at least one 
Dublin and one local newspaper, and in such other newspapers 
as may be directed. 

40. Any person having custody of any deed or document Order for 

relating to the title shall, if so ordered, and on such terms as a Lodg- 
Commissioner shall think just, produce or hand over the same to mel l* 
the Irish Land Commission for the purposes of the sale. The 0 80 ' 

Examiner shall state in his directions on the title, whether 

the deeds are to be deposited with the Irish Land Commis- 
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sion or merely produced for inspection. A Commissioner may 
make such order as may be just, as to the lien of any person, 
lodging such deeds, muniments of title, or papers, or as to pay- 
ment of the costs of lodging the Same. Provided always that no 
mortgagee shall be obliged to part with the instruments creating 
his security, or dealing with it, until the order for payment of 
his demand is made ; but he shall be bound in the meantime 
to furnish copies thereof if required, on payment of scrivenery 
charges, and to produce the originals if required by order of a 
Commissioner, or if the Examiner shall certify that such instru- 
ments are required for the vouching of the abstract of title. A 
Form of Notice to lodge deeds will bo found in Form No. 16. 

Rental, 41. Where parcels of land are sold to persons other than the 
tenants thereof, the directions of the Examiner are to be taken as 
to the settlement of a rental of such parcels. 

42. As soon as the queries on title have been discharged and 
the result of the searches ascertained, or as soon as an Order has 
been made under Rule 3S, the solicitor for the owner shall proceed 
to prepare the drafts of the Vesting and Charging Orders, and 
lodge same with the Solicitor to the Commission. A Form of 
Order vesting in fee-simple and charging the holding is given in 
Form No. 17. When more than six of such vesting orders are 
in common form a precedent shall he settled, and so much, of the 
drafts as are common to all shall be printed. These when finally 
settled in the Examiners’ Office shall be submitted to a Commis- 
sioner, and his direction taken as to the making of such orders. 

Printing 43. Ah vesting orders shall be printed on parchment in such 
outLntf manner as fcbe Commissioners may from time to time direct, and 
Vesting three copies thereof on strong paper are to be lodged with the 
Orders^ Commission for the purposes hereinafter mentioned. 

"When the vesting orders have been approved of by the 
solicitor for the owner and the Solicitor to the Commission has 
been satisfied that the requirements of the Commissioners, 
including the evidenco of satisfaction of rent as provided by 
Rule 55 have been complied with, and that the vesting orders 
and maps have been duly examined and certified, the vesting 
orders shall be presented to the Commissioner for signature.

The date of every instrument, and of the registration or enrolment 
thereof should he stated in the margin : if the instrument has not been 
registered, a statement to that effect should appear in the margin. In 
the case of a 'will, the date of the document itself and of the granting of 
Probate, and of the Testator’s death, should appear in Idee manner. 

The Ordnance Survey names of the lands to which title is being 
shown should be set forth at the head of the abstract, and if title is 
being shown to a portion only of any townland, the area in statute 
measure of such portion should be set out. The abstract should 
commence with the root of title. If the land is held in fee under a 
Crown grant, an extract from the patent should be given, showing that 
there is no reversion in the Crown, that the lands are held in fee, and 
whether they are subject to Quit or Crown Rent. If the lands are held 
under lease the lease should be abstracted. It will not be necessary to 
state all the intermediate steps down to the present time. As a general 
rule it will be sufficient to derive title from some person absolutely 
entitled to the fee or lease about forty years ago. Every instrument 
relating to the title should be abstracted : even mortgages which have 
been paid off, the lands being reconveyed, should be noticed. An 
abstract ought to be a careful abridgment, not a mere copy of the 
instrument or of any part thereof. Conciseness may be obtained by 
avoiding the introduction of unnecessary or duplicate words to express 
the same idea, aud hy confining the abstract of common clauses to a 
mere reference to them : thus such language as — “ a certain bond or 
obligation,” “ upon, to, and for,” ought not to be used in an abstract, and 
is likely to lead to a ruling whereby a considerably less sum may be 
allowed as costs than would be allowed in the case of an abstract of 
equal length properly drawn. The names and descriptions of the 
parcels in a deed should be accurately set out ; but if they are after- 
wards granted in any other deed by the same names and descriptions it 
will be sufficient in abstracting such other deeds to state that they are 
conveyed by the same names and descriptions as in the former deed : 
or, if the variance is very slight, it will be sufficient to show what the 
variance is. The same remark is of course applicable to wills. The 
common clauses in a deed, such as covenants for title, for quiet enjoy- 
ment, for further assurance, and against incumbrances, for indemnity of 
trustees, payment of rent, cesser of terms, Ac., should be referred to as 
briefly as possible : tlie contracts, consideration, and habendum should 
be more fully abstracted, and so should the limitations as far as may be 
necessary. That is to say, if a limitation has taken effect, whereby it lias 
become impossible that the subsequent limitations can take effect, the 
latter should not be abstracted, e.g., if any tenant in tail has after 
coming into possession executed a disentailing deed duly enrolled, the 
subsequent limitations should be omitted from the abstract. Recitals 
of deeds previously abstracted or recited should be referred to thus — 
“ And reciting the deed of 14th July, 1847, abstracted (or recited), 
page 6.” At the end of every deed it should be stated by wliat parties 
it lias been executed, and with what solemnities (if any) : and if it has 
been enrolled, or acknowledged by a married woman, or the acknowledg- 
ment certified, such facts, with the dates thereof, should l»e stated. If 
tlie instrument abstracted is a marriage settlement it should bo 
immediately followed by a statement of the issue of the marriage, and 
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of the dates of their respective births, and of the deaths of sue hof them 
as are dead. When an estate is transferred by the death of any 
person, the date of his death should be stated, and the date of the death 
of any person having powers of charging should be stated. When a 
person takes as heir, it is not enough to state that he is heir ; it must be 
shown how he is heir hy setting out so much of the pedigree as proves 
it. Births, deaths, and the facts of pedigree, when stated should be 
accompanied by a reference to the evidence by which such facts are 
proved. 

In every abstract the deduction of title to the lands should be carried 
on continuously from its commencement to its completion, and should 
not as a general rule bo interrupted by introducing the deduction of 
title to charges or incumbrances, especially if such charges are still 
existing, or any other collateral matter. The title to such charges 
or incumbrances, if necessary, and the instruments dealing with them, 
should be set forth in a separate part of the abstract, with a proper 
heading for each charge or incumbrance ; and a reference to the page 
of such devolution of title to the incumbrance should be made when the 
creation of the incumbrance is stated in its proper place. 

Investing Order cases copies of the absolute order, if made, or of the 
Conditional Order, should be annexed to the abstracts of title. 

When an Abstract of Title has been prepared for any purpose other 
than a sale in the Land Commission it should be lodged, and the 
directions of an Examiner taken as to the necessity of making a new 
abstract instead of using the one alroady made. Such abstract, if used 
for the purpose of a sale or mortgage effected nob less than twelve 
years prior to the proceedings, may, by permission of an examiner, to be 
given in writing in the fold thereof, bo lodged without a verifying 
affidavit, but on the reading of such abstract the examiner may, if he 
deem it necessary, direct the same to be verified. In many instances it 
may be sufficient to make a supplemental abstract to continue the title 
from the close of the existing abstract. 
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
